DOUBT ABOUT EXTRA SESSION 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., June 1. 1a m..—{Speciai.]} 
—The Illinois senate at a meeting which 
opened at 12:10 this morning passed the tax 
levy bill and sent tt to, the governor for his 
signature. The vote was 83 to 0. 

Immediately after this eight senators left 
the chamber and dashed for the Alton train, 
which was waiting twe blocks away. This 
broke up the quorum and Lieut. Gov. Oglesby 
ordered the sergeant-at-arms post haste to 
the train to bring back the skipping senators. 
The messenger failed in his migsion and at 
12:25 a. m. the senate took a recess until 10 
o’clock a. m. 

This action, it is believed, dooms the other 
measure on the program fer action in the 
senate, ag it is not thought a quorum can be 
obtained this morning when the senate is 
scheduled to meet and adjourn sine die. ‘This 
is the McLaughiin resolution authorizing the 
appointment by the governor of a committee 
of five lawyers to oodify the corporaton laws. 

The house also will be called to order at 10 
otclock, but it is doubtful if a quorum will 
be present to act upon the one measure be- 
fore it. This is the appropriation bill carry- 
ing $10,000 for the expense of the pubiio utili- 
ties commission te be named by the senate 
and the house. This bill fell thirteen votes 
shy of the seventy-seven needed for passage 
in: the house yesterday afternoon. 


Extra Session in Limelight. 

Attention turns directly to the proposition 
of an extra session. Gov. Denéen would not 
give any indication of his ititentions. If it is 
his purpose to order an ! N ediate reconven- 
ing of the general assembiy he carefully con, 
cealed it. 
he will have the members back at once, and 
his closest friends and advisers appear to be 
at sea in the matter. 

The executive office is fooded with reque 
for specific matters to be included in the call, 
but the understanding is that when the orders 
are issued for the special session they will 
carry not more than a half dozen subjects. 
The way it looks now these subjects will 
include the deep waterway bill, corrupt prac- 
tices, anti-pass, election reform, révenue and 
congressional apportionment. Possibilities 
of the last subject are based upon the news 
from Washington that congress is ready to 
pass the ratio measure, upon which hinges 
the number of districts to which Illinois will 


be entitled. 


DENEEN SENDS TAX MESSAGE. 

Springfield, III., May 81.—[{Special )}—Gov. 
Deneen today sent a special message to the 
Illinois general assembly calling attention to 
the tax situation in the state. 

The governor demonstrated that the leg- 

islature had appropriated nearly $10,000,000 
more than two years ago and thet the state 
tax rate is bound te jump to J cents as 
against the last rate of 86 cents The gov- 
ernor recommended immediate legislation 
prior to sine die adjournment for the nam- 
ing of a tax commission to take the place of 
the state board of equalization and toremedy 
the deplorable situation in equitable assess- 
ment, which, the message said, is unavoid- 
able. 
The legislature paid no attention to the spe 
cial message. Im the senate the message 
was read and laid on the president's table. 
In the house no action was taken. 


Some of Increase Unreal. 

Jam informed that the total appropria- 

tiong made by the general assembly for the 

biennial period 1911-12 aggregate $20,669,901,”

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AIMS TO ABOLISH 
ROLLER TOWELS 


Alderman Nance Starts Battle 
in Council Against Germ 
Bearing Article. 


DOCTOR LEADS CAMPAIGN. 


Dr. Willis O. Nance, alderman from the 
Seventh, ward, opened a warfare againat the 
public towel at the city council meeting last 
evening. 

Dr. Nance, an eye and ear specialist, has 
been an objector to the germ roller for 
many years and he made it the object of his 
first individual attack since his election to 
the council in April. ' 

He caused to be passed an order directing 
the committee on health, of which he is a 
member, to take up for consideration the 
preparation of an ordinance to legislate out 
of existence in Chicago the long, continuous 
roller towel now used in public lavatories. 


Will Talk Before Committee. 
When the committee takes up the subjéct 
he will be prepared to present a scientific Ar- 
gument to show that the fate awarded the 
death cup should be extended to cover the 
public towel. He y has communicated 
with health auth throughout the coun- 
try on the subject and the replies have fur- 
nished him additional data for his fight. 
Among the diseases which he lists as com- 
municable by towels used in common by two 
or more persons are the following: 

“Pink Bye’’—An annoying disease of 
the eye which is frequently epidemic. 

Conjunctivitis—Contagious eye disease 
frequently resulting absolute blindness. 

Trachoma—A serious contagious disease 
from which 90 per cent of the people of 
Egypt suffer. The presence of this dis- 
ease is sufficient to deny immigrants en- 
trance to the United States. 

Various Skin Diseases—As, for instance, 
lupus (tuberculosis of the skin), lice, and 


the itch. 
Diphtheria, Measles, 
Influenza, Scarlet Fever. 


Towel Menace to Public, 


“The co or roller towel,” said Dr: 
Nance, like the common drinking cup, re 
cently abolished by legtstative enactment, 
is unquestionably a' decided menace to pub- 
lic health, and its use should be prohibited. 
“That many contagious. diseases are 
transmitted by it is known to every physi- 
cian. Certain severe inflammatory eye dis- 
eases, some of them causing absolute blind- 
ness, are more generally transmitted in this 
way than tn any other. | 

“This fact has been taken cognizance of 
by the United States government authori- 
ties, and in Indian schools, where many chil- 
dren are kept together, the roller towel has 
been replaced by the individual article. 
„Skin diesases, some of a serious and 
loathsome nature, tuberculosis, and even 
diphtheria, typhoid fever and pneumonia are 
capable of transmission by the common towel. 
“from the standpoint of cleanliness and 
hygiene, as well as for the protection of the 
public health, the roller towel in public 
places should be relegated to unhallowed 
oblivion.”

One of the biggest railway mergers of re- 
cent years, involving the Great Northern 
and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
ways, a total of 17,000 miles of line, was re- 
ported as, béing in prospect yesterday. The 
report came as a result of an announcement 
by James J. Hill in St. Paul of the execution 


gage covering the bond issues of the two 
roads. 

Although President Darius Miller and other 
officials of the Burlington declined to con- 
firm the report, the announcement was con- 
etrued in many quarters as the first step in 
a plan which has been under discusston in 
railway circles for some time. It has been 
predicted that the Great Northern would 
take over the Northern Pacific's half inter- 
est in the joint control of the Burlington by 
the two companies. 


Merger a Logical Move. 

Ninety-seven per cent of the Burlington's 
capital stock, or $107,613,000, was acquired 
jointly in 1901 by the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific at $200 a share and depos- 
ited with the Standard Trust company of New 
York as collateral for an issue of $216,227,- 
QUO 4 per cent bonds, due 1921 and guaran- 
teed jointly by the two companies. Mr. 
declares that of the 8000. 
000,000, 8330 000,000 is to be used for ref und- 
ing a like amount of outstanding obligations 
of the company, which would include the 
Great Northern's bond issue of 3100 000,000 
and the Burlington issue also. 


J. J. Hill Issues Statement. 

The typewritten statement issued by Mr. 
Hill follows: 

The Great Northern railway company, as 
of date May 1, 1911, has executed its first and 
refunding mortgage, securing a total author- 
ized iseue of $600,000,000 bonds. The size of 
the mortgage is explained oy the fact that 
the outstanding obligation of the company 
which dre to be refunded amount, approxi- 
mately to $330,(00,000. Included, however, 
in the figures last named is the direct and 
contingent obligation of the company on the 
Burlington joint 4s maturing in 102] and ag- 
gregating $222, 400,000. 

* Covering a future of fifty years, approxi- 
mately $270,000,000 in bonds, therefore, will 
be available for general corporate purposes, 
double tracking, and additional mileage. 


Points Growth of Great Northern. 

* Since its beginning, thirty-two years ago, 
the Great Northern has expended between. 
$350,000,000 and $400,000,000 out of capital and 
earnings. The provision made for the fu- 
ture, in consideration of the rapidly growing 
territory which the Great Northern line 
serves, would seem intelligently conserve- 
tive. 

“In no other part of the country has nature 
more generously bestowed those three great 
sources of all national wealth—the farm, the 
forest, and the mine—and nowhere else is 
there more room for such development ag 
follows the occupation of a new country by an 
intelligent population. 

The railway company evidently has made 
ample financial provision to enable it to keep 
its facilities and extensions equal to all de- 
mande that e rapidly growing country may 
make upon it, and, at the same time, to 
maintain the highest and most efficient stand- 
ard of service. Future issuance of bonds 
against property acquired is safeguarded by, 
the restrictions usually found in mortgages

The rumor that the Great Northern pro- 
posed to take over the Northern Pacific's in- 
terest in the Burlington was ascribed in 
some quarters as the reason for spectacular 
rises of ag much as eight points in the 
Northern Pacific stock in December, and is 
algo sald to be connected with recent reports 
of negotiations between the Northwestern 
and Northern Pacific for through passenger 
car service to the Pacific coast.

'ARCHIYECTS IN GIANT TRUST 


House Committee Hears Charges 
Against Institute. 


—— 


GOVERNMENT AS THE VICTIM 


Mac Veagh Will Be Asked to Explain 
Action in One Case. 


[BY A STAFF CORREGPONDENT.] 

Washington D. C., May 31.—[Special. I— The 
architects of the country are organized in a 
combination which fixes and maintaing ex- 
orbitant prices for building plans, according 
to testimony elicited today by the house com- 
mittee which is Investigating expenditures 
in the treasury department. 

In this amalgamation, the Democrats di- 
recting the inquiry believe they have dle 
covered a new trust which should be prose- 
cuted by the national government. The or- 
ganization is the Ameri¢an Institute of Archi- 
tects, of which Irving K. Pond of Chicago 
te president and Glenn Brown of this city ls 
secretary. The headquarters of the organ- 
ization are maintained here. 

James K. Taylor, supervising architect of 
the treasury department, who also is a mem- 
ber of the institute, testified that the archi- 
tects in the organization are bound to charge 
for their plans not, fess than 6 per cent 
total of the cost of the building. 


Expulsion for Outting Rates. 

The constitution and bylaws of the asso- 
ciation contain tronclad provisions for en- 
forcing the 6 per cent price fixed by the 
agreement. The penalty which any member 
guffers for conviction of cutting the price is 
a fine or expulsion. Mr. Taylor intimated, 
however, that some architects are able to cut 
the price with impunity if they have a ma- 
jority of the board who will oppose their ex- 
pulsion.” 

The agreement to fix prices applies only to 
the competitive bidding as in the case of the 
government, state, municipal, and large pri- 
vate bulldings. Where there is no competi- 
tion an architect is allowed to charge any 
price he pleases. 

It is alleged that the federal government is 
the chief victim of the combine. More than 
$2,000,000 has been paid to private architects 
for designs for the federal buildings, al- 
though the government maintains an ex- 
pensive bureau of architects. About $500,000 
will be paid for the designs of the new state, 
justice and commerce and labor buildings. 


Keep Out Amateurs’ Bids. 


Much criticism was aroused by Mr. Tay~ 
lor’s revelation that the competition on the 
government work was not free, but was lim- 
ited to architects invited by the secretary 
of the treasury to submit designs. This, he 
said, was to keep out amateurs. 

Mr. Taylor told how Secretary MacVeagh 
had Louis Ayres and Philip Sawyer of New 
York appointed to remodel the treagury 
building, although it could have been done 
by the government architects without any 
extra cost. Ayres and Sawyer are being paid 
$22,000, although Taylor said he could do it 
for half of that price. Secretary MacVeagh 
ig to be summoned to explain this matter.

Tonight the animosity between the free 
woo] and tariff wool factions is at white 
heat as a result of the pronunciamento of 
William Jennings Bryan against the impost- 
tion any duty on the raw material and 
of the reply of Oscar Underwood, chairman 
of the ways and means committee, defending 
a moderate tax thereon. 


Threatened with Split. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that the 
Democratic party ie threatened with a split 
on tariff policies that may extend into the 
national convention next year. 

Speaker Clark is behind Underwood in at- 
tempting to force through a moderate tariff 
on wool, and if he succeeds it is likely he wil) 
be repudiated by the Bryan following and 
classified as a protectionist. „ 

The Underwood bill which will come be- 
fore the caucus for ratification proposes a 
20 per cent ad valorem duty on raw wool, 
which means the reduction of the tax from 
the present 11 and 12 cents a pound to about 
5 cents a pound. On the manufactured prod- 
uct the proposed duty averages 46 per cent, 
a trifle less than that in the Wilson law. 

The Bryan Democrats, led by Francis 
Burton Harrison of New York, will make a 
fight in the caucus for the substitution of a 
bill providing for free wool. Another prop- 
osition is to amend the Underwood bill to 
provide for gradual reductions in the raw 
woo] tax until it is admitted free ‘ 


Binding Only with Two-thirds Vote. 

In a Democratic caucus no vote is binding | 
upon the members unless supported by two- 
thirds§ of those present. Unless Speaker 
Clark and Chairman Underwood are able to 
muster this strength they will be threatened 
with defeat in the house, for their opponents 
will be at liberty to disregard the caucus in- 
junction of a mere majority. 

Most of the committee chairmen and the 
ranking Democrats generally are lined up 
with Clark and Underwood, but of the lesser 
followers, particularly the new members, a 
majority favor free wool. Two weeks ago a 
poll of the Democratic members showed a 
majority in favor of free wool. Two weeks 
before that a majority of the Democrats on 
the ways and means committee favored free 
wool. But by exerting their power Clark and 
Underwood worked a revolution of this senti- 
ment. :

The end of the lane is 
bankruptcy. And yet Indians should be the 
happiest people on earth, financially, for 
they work longest and spend least.

How Expenditures Grow. 

Before turning to the history of India’s 
debt, let us look-at the direction taken 
by expenditure in recent years. The last 
twelve years have been most extraordinary. 
A peculiar combination of circumstances 
has placed a phenomenally large revenue 
at the disposal of government. And yet, 
while there has been some remission of taxes, 
the greater part of the additional revenue 
has been employed to extend expenditure in 
every direction on an unprecedented scale. 

To show how this increase has taken place 
we may begin with 1875, a normal and typi- 
cal year of the old regime, associated with.

Chicago's terminal system or traffic on the 
dewntown streets. It would not improve 
passenger service or add anything in the near 
future to Chicago’s growth or commercial 
prestige. 
“The Calumet harbor is net a municipal 
proposition, but a local enterprise. When 
adopted it should be projected on a smalier 
-ecale. Too much territory is comprehended 
-in the present plan. In fact, a harbor in 
Lake Calumet is too much like a private 
enterprise to be considered at this time.”

Pianist Makes Debut 
in Difficult Program. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

HE last debutante of the recital season, 
Miss Bessie Birdie Kaplan, celebrated her 
entrance into the ranks of the profes- 
sionals with an exacting program of 
piano compositions last night in Music 
nall. 4 large audience assembled to wish the 
youtHful artist well and their expressions of 

approval were both cordial and deserved. 
Miss Kaplan displayed a genuine talent to 
play the piano. She has that fleetness of finger, 
that gift that discovers in the keyboard a me- 
dium for the spontaneous expression of musi- 
cal thought which no amount of training can 
develop. Also she possesses an,equally pro- 
nounced natural aptitude for the more brilliant 
aspects of piano music.’ All that tends to the 
display of mechanical dexterity, the broad and 
obvious opposition of contrasts, the climax of 
dramatic emphasis; in short, the elements com- 


monly included in the term bravoura, find 1 


and convincing expression in her playing. 


On the other hand the poetic and sentimeng 
tal elements of music upon which a pianist ; 
must rely for ‘such charm as his playing: may 


exhale, are conspicuously absent from a list 
cf Miss Kaplan’s present attainments. Her 
playing is straightforward, robust, and at times 
wholesomely exuberant. Delicacy and. grace 
have no part in it. The tone is capable of only 
the more obvious dynamic contrasts. It is 
totally lacking in the subtler qualitative varie- 
ty demanded by the finer and more intimate 
phases of interpretative art. Her use of the 
pedal, which illustrates the pedantic creeds 
of a former generation, is largely responsiblo 
for this shortcoming, while her. playing, con- 
sidered as a whole, offers eloquent commentary 
on the vitality of a good natural talent that 
can surmount by its native strength the han- 
dicaps imposed by an indifferent or inefficient 


pedagogue. 


— 

The program, one must believe, was inju- 
diciously selected. The simple F minor prelude 
and fugue of Bach lay well within the plan- 
ist's technical and musical Hmitations. But 
the F major sonata of Beethoven, Op. 10, which 
followed, made demands on rhythmical control 
and tonal variety which proved beyond her 
present stage of advancement. Agile fingers 
and an evident joy in the activity of a rapid 
tonal succession enabled her to make effective 
display in the Weber “ Rondo Brilliante.” On 
the other hand, the poetry of Schumann's 
“Des Abends was completely beyond her 
comprehension, nor did her temperamental en- 
dowments prove adequate for the storm and 


stress of the same composer's Aufschwung.“ 


The Mendelssohn E eminor scherzo, despite 
sundry cumbersome and unpremeditated ac- 
cents, developed a stirring climax, and the 
familiar F major prelude of Chopin was de- 
livered with commendable facility. The tonal 
charm of the same master’s B major prélude, 
the poetry and pathos of.the B flat minor noc- 
turne and C sharp minor etude, Op. 25, were 
likewise little suited to her talents. But the 
most serious mistakes of the program were 
the inclusion of the great double third etude, 
Op. 25, and the equally exacting C sharp minor 
etude from the Op. 10. These works belong to 
the repertory of the experienced virtuoso. The 
student and the young artist should not at- 
tempt them in public. They defined clearly 
the present limits of Miss Kaplan's technical 
attainments. It is creditable that she was 
able to play them even in half the proper 
tempo and with a cumbersomeness that de- 
prived them of their poetic meanings. 

Miss Kaplan’s program included further 
smaller compositions by Grieg,. Godard, and 
Debussy, the Liszt Rigoletto” fantasie, and 
of Johann Strauss’ 
waltz Man lebt nur einmal.“

$300,000 was provided by the will Mrs. Sarah 
Morris, will begin shortly. The announce- 
ment was made yesterday by the trustees of 
the Michael Reese hospital in their annual 
report. 

The hospital is to have 125 beds and will be 
located at 2908 to 2900 Groveland avenue. 
It wil? be connected with the Michael Reese 
hospital by a tunnel under Twenty-nin 
street. 

Increase of the educational and scientific 
development of the hospital at Nelson Mor- 
ris Institute for Medical Research is planned. 
This work also was made possible by the will 
of Mrs. Morris. An effort will be made dur- 
ing the coming year to enlarge the maternity 
department of the Michael Reese. Last year 
865 babies were born there. 

There were treated in the hospital last year 
6,687 patients, 4,086 of whom received 59,310 
days treatment, being free patients. Operat- 
ing expenses for the year amounted to $238,- 
468, while the total cash receipis were $138, - 
087. The deficit was made up by the Asso- 
ciated Jewish charities.

He saved that beautiful 
Princess, the Sacred Separateness of the 
Legislative Function, from a bad ogre who 
lived in a cold, damp cave and crunched 
the bones of little legislators.

A VETO NEEDED. 

The Calumet district naturally, but with 
doubtful wisdom, consults its own interest 
in urging Gov. Deneen to sign the Kleeman 
bill.

It shelved the constitu- 
tional amendment and the bill to create a 
state tax commission, and perhaps thought 
that ended the matter. It does not. 

Yesterday the governor called the atten- 
tion of legislators to the fact that the appro- 
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cessitate an increase in the state tax fate. 
It will have to be put up from 35 cents on 
the $100 to 47 cents. The governor says 


“they must choose between providing reme 


dial legislation and accepting the responsi- 
bility for the higher rate. 

That will disturb the country members, 
for they know how their constituents will 
resent an increase in the state tax. ‘They 
will not be able to evade responsibility, for 


sulted in fairer assessments, an increase in 
the aggregate of property listed for pur- 
poses of taxation, and & lower tax rate.

THE NEGRO IN THE ARCTIC ZONE. 

A negro was Peaty’s sole companion 
when he reached the north pole. Yet the 
Winnipeg board of trade is protesting 
against the taking up of homesteads in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan dy negroes on the 
ground that they are not adapted to the Ca- 
nadian climate. The board of trade of Ed- 
monton, still farther north, joing in the pro- 
test. 

The Oanadian government could, if it 
those, keep out the negroes who wish to set- 


States cause for official complaint. Theim- 
migration law authorizes it whenever 
deemed expedient to bar out “ immigrants 
deemed unsuited to the climate or require- 
ments of Canada.“ If the government were 
to decide that the climate of Canadh would 
not do for negroes or Syrians or Egyptians, 
that would be the end of the matter. 

Doubtless it would be a kindness to men 
reared in a tropical country to forbid their 
settlement on the Mackenzie or the Peace 
river. Their ignorance of what should be 
done in the new conditions would be great 
and their sufferings would be appalling. 
That does not hold good of negroes whose 
ancestors were brought to this country 200 
years ago or more. They are by this time 
pretty well acclimated and they are in good 
shape to deal with the coldest weather Can- 
ada can produce. They have become so 
thoroughly acclimated that when they go 
to tropical Africa, whence their forefathers 
came, they suffer as much as a white man 
does. 

The United States has many kinds of 
climate, ranging ‘from that of Arizona to 
that of northernmost Alaska. It has a 
climate for every race which may send Trep- 
resentatives here. Most of the American 
negroes are in the south, but some can be 
found working cheerfully and steadily tn the 
coldest parts of the United States. There 
are races which cannot stand below zero 
weather, but the negro is not of them. 

Nevertheless that is a matter for the Ca- 
nadian government to determine. It can 
plead climate as a reason for stopping negro 
immigration. But even if it should not, it 
would be wiser for the American negroes 
not to go toCanada. They would encounter 
prejudice which would be a more formide-

WHOLESALERS OF CRIME. 

If the police have the desire or the abil- 
ity to get to the facts in the Altman and 
Gentleman murders they will find more 
than relates directly to these two cases. A 
number of men have had a comfortable se- 
eurity in the directing or committing of more 
crimes than were involved in the killing of 
these two gunmen. If they go free after 
two such remarkable defiances of law they 
are likely to extend their adtivities.

| of criminals? Is security to be granted to 


wholesale dealers in crimes of all kinds? 


COTTON STOCKINGS. 

The American manufacturers of cotton 
hose complain of demoralized trade condi- 
tions which bave limited their sales and 
narrowed profits to a point where there is 
little or no remuneration. Therefore they 
have agreed to limit output by shutting down 
four months each year. 

These are the men who two years ago 
went before congress to ask for higher du- 
ties on cotton hose. They said that Ger- 
man competition was depressing their in- 
dustry; that if they were given greater pro- 
tection they would be able to make a liv- 
ing and give increased employment to 
American labor. They got what they asked 
for. The foreign imports have fallen off 
considerably, and yet what do we see? In- 
stead of more work and wages for Ameri- 
ean labor, the knitting machines are to be 
idle four months in the year. If the man- 
afacturers are to be believed their own con- 
dition is worse than it was two years ago. 

It may be that they fancy a little more 
protection and the entire exclusion of for- 
eign goods would help them out. If so they 
ba ve not the nerve to ask for it. It may 
be, however, that they are much better off 
than they say they are and are merely mak- 
ing a poor mouth jn anticipation of the time 
when there shall be a revision of the cotton 
schedule. If soit will not save them. The 
excessive, unjust protection given them in 
1909, against which consumers protested bit- 
terly and vainly, will be taken from them 
some day, 


UNCLAIMED DEPOSITS, 

A few years age a bill was introduced in 
the state legislature providing that savings 
bank deposits which had been unclaimed 
for twenty years and whose depositors were 
in parts unknown should be turned over to 
the state. The bill did not pass. The sav- 
ings banks did not approve of it, in spite — 
a saving clause that if a bank should be 
called on to pay a deposit it had turned over 
to the state the latter was to reimburse it, 
Doubts were also expressed as to the con- 
stitutionality of the measure. 

Those doubts have been removed. Four 
years ago the Massachusetts legislature 
enacted such a law. Its constitutionality 
was disputed by one of the savings banks. 
Defeated in the Supreme court of the state, 
it appealed to the Supreme court of the 
United States, only to meet with failure 
there. One of the decisions handed down 
last Monday was to the effect that an un- 
claimed savings bank deposit was like any 
other property within the state which had 
no known legal or living owner through the 
abandonment or disappearance of the owner. 

The law is in Illinois that when the owner 
of real or personal property dies intestate, 
leaving no. heirs or representatives, his 
property shall escheat to the county in 
which it is situated. The constitutional 
question having been determined, there is no 
reason why the next general assembly should 
not pass a law turning over to the state or 
to the counties in which the banks are situ- 
ated unclaimed savings deposits. As long 
as the banks were protected against loss 
they should make no objection. The com- 
monwealth and not the bank is the legiti- 
mate inheritor of long unclaimed deposits.

ORD DONOUGHMORE, who on the 
motion of Lord Morley of Blackburn, 
that is to say, a member of the Liberal 
cabinet, hag just been elected by the 
house of lords to be its chairman of 

committees, is a Conservative, and held the 
office ot under secretary of state for war in the 
last Unionist administration. He is also the 
husband of am American wife, who is 4 
daughter of Michael P. Grace of the New 
York firm of W. R Grace. 

The office to which Lord Donoughmore has 
been elected carries with it a salary of $12,500 
a year, and is held irrespective of any changes 
of administration as long as its occupant 
wishes to retain it. The Earl of Onslow, 
who has just resigned it on the ground of 
i health, held it for nearly seven years. It 
is an office which comprises the chairmen-~- 
ship of every one of the committees of the 
house ot lords, including the stan orders 
committee, and which endows its holder 
with general supervision over all private 
bills, Since there is no speaker or presiding 
officer of the house of lords, the lord high 
chancellor, despite his seat on the woolsack, 
being without any presidential authority 
over his fellow peers, it naturally follows 
that much of the power enjoyed by the 
speaker in the house of commons falle in the 
house of lords to its chairman of commit- 
tees. 
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Lord Donoughmore is, in spite of his avotr- 
dupols, wide awake, and obtained his first 
knowledge of official life by acting as aid de 
camp and as secretary to his father’s younger 
brother, Sir Walter Hely-Hutchinson, when 
governor of Hongkong. He rejoices in the 
nickname of “ Toddies,” and his discretion 
and reticence In answering inconvenient ques- 
tions in the house of lords when he was under 
secretary of state for war caused him to be 
dubbed Dunno' more.“ His plumpnese 
when an undergraduate at Oxford led to his 
being cast for the role of Humpty-Dumpty in 
a dramatic rendering of “ Alice in Wonder- 
lapd at the university. 

His marriage to the tall fair haired, blue 
¢yed daughter of Michael P. Grace of New 
York may be said to have resulted from a 
friendship and business association of many 
years between the Graces and the father of 
the earl. 
serving for a time under the British foreign 
office and.as member of the International 
commission which 
Tyrkish province of Eastern Rumelia with 
an autonomous government under the terms 
cf the Berlin treaty of 1878, became the rep- 
resentative of the British bondholders of 
the Peruvian debt, and in this capacity spent 
several years in Peru.

$250.000,000, Chile undertaking half of it, 
in consideration of her annexation of the 
immensely valuable nitrate district of Tara- 
paca, whlie a syndicate formed by the Grace 
brothers took over the other half of the debt, 
receiving in return control of all the rail- 
roads in Peru for sixty-six years, with quays 
at certain ports, free rights of navigation 
of Lake Titicaca, the. wonderful inland sea 
at the summit of the Andes; all the guano re- 
maining In the territory of Peru up to 8.000. 
000 tons, payments from Pert amounting te 
$12,000,000, secured on the customs of Callaa 
besides immensely valuable silver mining 
concessions. 

The leading spirit of all this huge trans- 
action was Michael Grace, who, born at 
Queenstown in 1832, ran away to sea at 14, 
worked his way on a sailing ship to New 
York, and is today a multi-millionaire, mak- 
ing his home at Battle Abbey, which he has 
taken on à long lease from the Websters, 
and which comprises the remnants of the old 
abbey, built on the battlefield of Hastings 
for the purpose of praying for the souls of 
those who perished in that great struggle 
of a thousand years ago which made 
William the Conquerer King of England. 

~~ 

The Donoughmore title was first bestowed 
on the wife of John Hely-Hutchinson, the 
famous Irish statesman, who did not desire 
any nobility honors for himself. His book 
on free trade, entitled Commercial Re 
straints of Ireland.“ was regarded as being 
So seditious that it was burnt by the com- 
mon hangman. This did not prevent him, 
however, from becoming secretary of state 
and keeper of the privy seal of Ireland dur- 
ing the premiership of his friend Fox, and 
it was On the nomination of the latter, when 
premier, that Mrs. Hely-Hutchinson of 
Knockléfty, in County ‘Tipperary, was 
creuted Baroness Donoughmore ih the peer- 
age of Ireland. Their eldest son was ad- 
vanced to the earldom of Donoughmore and 
to the viscounty of Suirdale. 

It was the third Earl of Donoughmore who, 
while Capt. Hely-Hutchinson of the Grena- 
dier guards, played so prominent, and I may 
add chivalrous; a role in connection with 
the romantic escape of the Marquis de Lava- 
lette. The marquis, who, through his mar- 
riage to the De Beauharnais family, was 
bound to the first Napoleon by ties of relation- 
ship, had been singled out after the battle 
of Waterloo, along with Marsha! Ney, Prince 
de la Moskowa, to suffer death as traitors to 
the Bourbon cause. 

Marshal Ney was condemned to be shot, 
and according to official records the sentence 
was carried into effect, although there are 
very circumstantial stories to the effect that 
he survived, or else got away prior to the 
execution, and came to this country, where’ 
he lived for many years longer under an as- 
sumed name. 

The Marquis de Lavalette who had been 
postmaster general of the empire, was con- 
signed to the guillotine. Three days before 
the date appointed for his execution his wife, 
accompanied by her daughter and her dame 
de compagnie, a lady 70 years of age, pre- 
sented herself at the Conclergerie Prison fn 
a sedan chair to take a last farewell of her 
husband. While the under jailer was sent to 
a neighboring restaurant to fetch some re- 
freshments the marquis exchanged dresses 
with nis wife, passed undetected out of the 
prison ,accompanied by his daughter, and 
entered the sedan chair, which. owing to the 
management of a faithful valet had been 
O placed that no observation could be made 
of the person emering it. 
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Before the escape of the marquis from 
prison had been discovered he had 8 
refuge in the nearby quarters of Capt. John 
, Hely-Hutchinson, afterwards third Earl of 
Donoughmore, great-grandfather of the 
present earl There he remained hidden for 
three days, and then, dressed in one of the 


dier guards of the English army then occupy~ 
ing Paris, and accompanied by him, whe had 
obtained both lea ve of absence and the neces- 
sary passports, they drove to the cast, the 
risk of discovery being very great. owing to 
the fact that the marquis, having been for 
so many years postmaster general, his fea- 
tures were familiar to almost all the post- 
masters who supplied relays of horses. 
Capt. Hely-Hutchinson, for the part which 
he had played in this affair, was, on his re- 
turn to Paris, tried and convicted for ald 
ing and abetting the successful escape of the 
marquis, was sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment and was cashiered from thearmy.

First to Complete Second Stage 
of Trip to Turin. 


TWO MEET WITH MISHAPS.

Garros and Frey Damage Their Ma- 
chines Not Far from Pisa. 


ROME, May 31.—Andre Beaumont, in the 
face of innumerable difficulties, madé one of 
the creates flights today in the history of 
aviation, is again the leader in the great 
Paris-Rome-Turin race. Frey, the German 
representative, and Roland Garros. who was 
first to reach Genoa, are now left behind. 
They are both at Pise. having met with mis- 
fortunes 

Beaumont, who made an early start from 
Alassio, not far from the French frontier, 
flew to Rome, making stops at Genoa and Pisa, in 
less than “seven hours. Coming down the coast 
he passed Civita Vecchia at 3:30 p m. and ar- 
rived at Rome twenty-five uter later, flying at 
the rate of rinety miles an hour 

His reception here was one of the greatest tri- 
umphs since ancient days. The hills about. the 
city, the roofs, the terraces, balconies, and domes 
were black with people. The vast crowds cheered 
wildly. Troops of cavalry were unable to restrain 
the spéctators when he landed. The aviator was 
picked up bedily and placed in an automobile be- 
side Mayor Nathan and the prefect of Rome amid 
frantic eries of ves Beaumont!’ Viva 
France! to which he answered Viva Italie!“

weeping with emotion. He said he had brought 
the first aerial greetings from the French metropo-
